Though golf ball size 
hail pelted the northern 
facing sides of more than 
70 homes in the Paint 
Lick and Cartersville 
areas, Garrard escaped the 
deadly tornado outbreak of 
last Friday relatively well 
when compared to other 
areas in the state. 

Violent storms ripped 
through northern and 
eastern Kentucky around 
dusk Friday. Small 
communities across 
Kentucky seemed to bear 
the brunt of the storm 
front, which spawned 
tornadoes from the Gulf 
Coast into Virginia and 
north to Indiana and Ohio, 
killing at least 19 people 
and injuring more than 300 
across the state. 

“There were eight 
tornado warnings issued 
for Garrard County that 
night,” Garrard County 
EM A Director Wendell 
Hatfield said. “Just about 
the whole county got some 
kind of hail or wind but it 
seemed that most of the 
damage was concentrated 
to the Paint Lick area. I 
think that we dodged a 
bullet several times.” 

As Garrard countians 
begin cleaning up after 
the storm, officials urge 
those who have suffered 
property damage to 
photograph the damage, 
save any repair receipts 
and report damages to the

City Attorney Advises 
Council To Present

The regular March city- 
council meeting, a continu¬ 
ation of the special-called 
meeting held in the old Gar¬ 
rard County Courthouse two 
weeks ago in regard to a dis¬ 
cussion on leadership issues 
under first-term Mayor Bren¬ 
da Powers, again resulted in 
no action. 

Following about an hour 
and a half of discussion be¬ 
tween council members and 
the public, Bret Baierlein, 
although declining to go as 
far as asking for Powers’ re¬ 
moval, did enter a motion to 
proceed with a public hear¬ 
ing. 

“This council has to make 
some sort of decision as to 
whether the process moves 
forward,” Baierlein said. 


But that’s as far as it went. 
City Attorney Leonard Smith 
advised council members 
that proceeding without of¬ 
ficial charges would be out 
of order. 

“I see it all as a dead is¬ 
sue,” Smith said. “.. .Charges 
have not been served on the 
mayor by due process yet.”

A day-long search, after 
a Garrard County man went 
missing on Friday afternoon, 
ended in the worst possible 
conclusion as members of 
the Camp Dick Fire Depart¬ 
ment and Garrard Search and 
Rescue, as well as the Boyle 
County and Bluegrass search 
and rescue teams, pulled his 
body from Lake Herrington. 

James Obradovich, 62, was 
pronounced dead at 1:50 p.m. 
near his home at 1133 Bry¬ 
ants Camp Road. He was last 
seen alive by his wife, Ber¬ 
nice Obradovich at around 
2 p.m. on Friday afternoon 
working in their backyard, 
according to Garrard County 
Coroner Daryl Hodge. She 
called 911 around 4 p.m. 
when she couldn’t locate her 
husband and boats were in 
the water by 6 p.m. search¬ 
ing. Boats searched until 
2:30 a.m. Saturday morn¬ 
ing and were put back in the 


water at 
around 
10 a.m.

“You 
could see 
the lake 
from his 
kitchen 
window,” 

Hodge said. “After the autop¬ 
sy report, done in Louisville, 
was returned it was found 
that he had suffered a heart 
attack and fell off of an em¬ 
bankment. He had multiple 
fractures and then drowned.” 

Hodge said that the death 
was not attributed to the 
harsh weather of Friday eve¬ 
ning. 

Obradovich was a former 
baseball player for the Min¬ 
nesota Twins, Atlanta Braves 
and Houston Astros as well 
as the Mexican League. He 
was also an Army veteran.

Let me say right up front 
that Paint Lick did not re¬ 
ceive the devastation that 
numerous other communities 
across the state experienced 
but I can tell you for sure that 
had we been outside when 
the hail storm hit, we’d be six 
feet underground by now. 

We have three vehicles 
that the insurance company 
will declare total wrecks be¬ 
cause they look like someone 
has taken a hammer to them 
and pounded until they ran 
out of breath, windows and 
windshields either complete¬ 
ly wiped out or cracked up 
so badly they can’t be seen 
through. Headlights and tail 
lights broken out. 

We live in a fairly-large, 
two story home.

Kentucky, March 5- Av¬ 
erage retail gasoline prices 
in Kentucky have fallen 3.0 
cents per gallon in the past 
week, averaging $3.65/g 
yesterday.

We finally ventured 
outside and saw the damage 
and began feeling sorry for 
ourselves.

Daughter 
Carol and her husband Dana 


Deathredge were here in less 
than an hour to help board up 
and get us through the night 
and I have no idea what we 
would have done without 
them. 

By 2:00 AM we felt safe 
enough to go to bed on liv¬ 
ing room furniture. Clean up 
continued on Saturday and 
well into the wee hours Sun¬ 
day morning. By then we’d 
had detailed reports from 
Salyersville, West Liberty, 
East Bernstadt, Hager Hill, 
and several other communi¬ 
ties and we began realizing 
how lucky were. 

Best friend Ralph King 
showed up with food early 
Saturday morning. Daughter 
Jennifer showed up Sunday 
with more food and grocer¬ 
ies and worked her behind 
off as the broken glass re¬ 
moval continued.

Garrard County Habitat 
for Humanity remains about 
on schedule with the current 
build. The interior doors 
were delivered last Friday 
and were installed on Mon¬ 
day. This is a rather easy job 
if one remembers the proper 
routine, like replacing the 
black-packing fastener that 
holds the door to the jamb 
with several tiny finish nails. 
That way, once the door is in¬ 
stalled and square, it can be 
forced open by bending the 
small nails and then remov¬ 
ing them. The black-packing 


fastener is most devilish to 
remove after the door is in¬ 
stalled, as it is a plastic piece 
about three inches long and 
is fastened in the hole for the 
doorknob. It cannot be bro¬ 
ken and cannot be removed 
even if unscrewed as it will 
not fit between the jamb and 
door to allow the door to 
open. We have tried and the 
15-minute installation took 
nearly two hours, leaving the 
person inside the closet in the 
hot dark area that long also. 
Installing the eight doors 
should take about two hours 
if all goes well. 

The homeowner is now 
painting, which should be 
complete this week also. 
As soon as it is complete 
we can install the flooring.

Council Continues 
Discussing Mayor’s Removal

Smith said. 

Laura Ross, an attorney 
with the Kentucky League 
of Cities, said that they gen¬ 
erally defer to city attorneys 
but that the statute, KRS 
83A.040 (9), is “gray” in 
regard to what step should 
be taken first. The key to the 
process for removal is that 
the official is given the op¬ 
portunity for a public hear¬ 
ing before the official re¬ 
moval takes place. 

The understanding is that 
a public hearing is an offi¬ 
cial proceeding that not only 
allows Powers’ to respond 
to the charges but requires 
council members to produce 
evidence and testimony, all 
with legal counsel and of¬ 
ficial court reporting. The 
public part of the hearing 
is only that the public is al¬ 
lowed to attend but not to 
speak, Smith added. 

Ross, however, said that 
defining how the public hear¬ 
ing takes place is not clear in 
the statute. But again, she 
deferred to Smith’s opinion 
on what is necessary to com¬ 
ply with due process. 

If a vote for removal en¬ 
sued, then Powers would 
have the right to appeal to 
the circuit court with the 
possibility of further ap¬ 
peals taking it as far as the 
Supreme Court. Smith cited 
that the last time a mayor 
was removed from office it 
took four years. 

“Litigation has a life of 
its own,” Smith said. “We’re 
talking about a lot of mon¬ 
ey.” 

And the city’s insurance 
carrier cannot defend either 
party, he added. Coverage 
applies to external claims 
not internal disputes. Legal 
counsel for the mayor and 
the city council members 
would be at their own ex¬ 
pense. 

Baierlein said the memo 
could easily be converted 
into charges but that doing 
it during an open meeting 
is the only way he would be 
willing to proceed. 

“I’ve already been accused 
of violating the Open Meet¬ 
ings Act,” Baierlein said. 

“Without charges and 
specifications on the table, 
you don’t have a basis,” 
Smith reiterated. 

“This is why removal of 
any officer is so difficult,” 
Councilmember Maggie 
Mick said. “It’s very serious. 

City 

Business 

In light of the recent storm 
damage in Kentucky, Coun¬ 
cilman Bret Baierlein made 
the motion to allow city 
employees with experience 
in operating heavy equip¬ 
ment be given the oppor¬ 
tunity to help. The motion, 
which passed unanimously, 
authorizes three days of paid 
leave for any employee that 
chooses to volunteer with 
stipulations. Only one city 
employee at a time with su¬ 
pervisory approval would be 
allowed to go. 

The water-rate increase of 
2.96 percent along with the 
cost of living became offi¬ 
cial with the passage of the 
second reading of the ordi¬ 
nance. Residential custom¬ 
ers will now pay a minimum 
of $10.19 for the first 1,000 
gallons used, an increase of 
.29 cents. Meter test fees 
increased to $85 and meter¬ 
tampering fees to $100. Sew¬ 
er rates remain at $6.74 for 
every 1,000 gallons of water 
used. 

The street sign inventory 
has been completed with 
Maintenance Supervisor Sta¬ 
cy Grow recommending that 
the city begin the replace¬ 
ment project this year with 


It cannot be taken lightly.” 

Still council members did 
not get into detail about their 
grievances before a packed 
city chamber of mixed sup¬ 
port. That’s why their next 
step would be a public hear¬ 
ing where details of the alle¬ 
gations would be made pub¬ 
lic and Powers could defend 
her motives. 

Holton Howard and Gail 
Eden both spoke in favor of 
Powers with Howard adding, 
“I think she’s doing a won¬ 
derful job.” 

Howard said that witness¬ 
ing Monday night’s meet¬ 
ing encouraged him that the 
council and the mayor can 
work together. 

But working together has 
not been the issue, Coun¬ 
cilman Brandon McGlone 
said. The council only came 
out with the memo describ¬ 
ing the problems and asking 
her to resign when it became 
apparent they had no other 
choice. 

“The issues we outlined 
were not issues where we 
said we will not work with 
[the mayor],” he said. “We 
tried. She acted in her own 
interest.” 

David Wilson, a local 
farmer who has been in¬ 
volved in local governmen¬ 
tal issues for years from the 
standpoint of a citizen, said, 
“The mayor’s job is to imple¬ 
ment the decisions of the 
city council. She doesn’t be¬ 
lieve that. She won’t believe 
that next year.” 

Another farmer Larry 
Schwartz, a county resident 
for 16 years with a degree 
in political science, believes 
that despite Powers’ incapac¬ 
ity issues, the local govern¬ 
ment will go on. Although 
some of the charges claimed 
by council members are ma¬ 
jor issues, most he called 
“minutia. 

“The people of this 
town elected this may¬ 
or,” Schwartz said. “They 
spoke... Work within that 
framework and make it work 
for this town and this coun¬ 
ty-" 

Mick brought up the nega¬ 
tive perception by surround¬ 
ing communities, even state¬ 
wide, due to the controversy 
that is adversely affecting 
economic development. 
With her husband Nathan 
Mick (R) running for state 
representative in the May 
primary and currently serv¬ 
ing as the county’s economic 

stop signs, next year with 
speed-limit signs and the fol¬ 
lowing year all others. Speed 
bump signs can be removed 
along with misplaced No- 
Truck Parking signs. Coun¬ 
cil members recommended 
to Grow that he should take 
the sign replacement project 
into consideration as he pre¬ 
pares his department’s bud¬ 
get for the upcoming fiscal 
year beginning July 1. The 
sign-replacement project is 
an outgrowth of the Lederal 
Highway Administration’s 
requirement to maintain 
minimum levels of retro- 
reflectivity. All signs must 
meet those standards by 
2018, Grow reported. 

Council members agreed 
to close Catlin Lane, a street 
listed in the plat across from 
McDonald’s that Lancaster 
Church of the Nazarene re¬ 
cently purchased to construct 
a new building. With the 
street placed right where the 
church is to be built, financ¬ 
ing has been delayed until 
the deed included the land 
originally intended for the 
street. 

Chief of Police Rodney 
Kidd reported his depart¬ 
ment’s activity for the month 
of Lebruary including 13 
accidents, 12 alarms, 14 
domestic disputes and 103 
traffic stops. The increase in 
traffic stops is due to expira¬ 
tion in vehicle registration, 


development director, she 
said the impact is noticeable 
and that everywhere they go 
people are talking about it. 

McGlone doesn’t believe 
that is a good enough reason 
to drop it. 

“Do you sit back and con¬ 
tinually allow things to hap¬ 
pen,” McGlone said. “Are 
the things that have hap¬ 
pened under this administra¬ 
tion something we can move 
on from.” 

Every council member 
agrees with the points ad¬ 
dressed in the memo that 
many Powers’ supporters 
describe as mistakes made 
while learning the job, in¬ 
cluding Mick who did not 
sign it. 

“I support the content of 
the memo,” Mick said. “I’ve 
seen major infractions done 
by this leadership.” 

Even long-standing fam¬ 
ily friend and Councilman 
Chris Davis who described 
the action taken against 
Powers as the hardest thing 
he has ever been through in 
his life other than losing his 
father in death, finds Powers 
lacking. 

“This is not a personal is¬ 
sue,” Davis said. “We really 
care for this community. We 
work hard for you.” 

Powers spoke up as well 
saying that she couldn’t see 
any reason why the two sides 
can’t work together. 

“I have not had any one of 
you come to my office,” she 
said. “I have no help but me. 
Some of the employees, we 
don’t get along. 

“I’ve done the best I can 
do. I’m not the smartest per¬ 
son in the world.” 

Baierlein took issue say¬ 
ing, “We work during the 
day. When we call, you don’t 
answer. When we e-mail, it 
takes months to answer.” 

Still she said that she loves 
the job and that she gave up 
her state retirement to serve 
the community as Mayor. 

One resident asked what 
will happen now. With a 
public hearing, she believes 
everything would be clear. 
Held at bay by Smith’s legal 
procedural advice, no meet¬ 
ings were scheduled. 

“I’m inclined to listen to 
our city attorney,” Baierlein 
said on Tuesday. “I have no 
problem with taking one 
more step and listing formal 
charges...Hopefully we can 
have resolution soon.” 


Kidd explained. If motorists 
are cited now, they can be 
taken care of with renew¬ 
als and no extra fees. If the 
registration goes beyond 120 
days, those cited would have 
to pay fines and court costs. 
Kidd reported that Ryan 
Hughes will be attending the 
police academy beginning on 
April 2 and that Officer Will 
Lake will remain either off 
or scheduled for light duty 
following his second shoul¬ 
der surgery on March 12. In 
a block, council members 
gave Kidd the green light to 
proceed with applications for 
four separate grants. The first 
will give him $4,400 to buy 
body armor. The second, also 
100 percent funded, will give 
him $10,787 to purchase 
patrol rifles, a weapon that 
better equips officers faced 
with today’s gun-wielding 
criminals. The third grant 
would help with the pur¬ 
chase of DUI enforcement 
equipment and the fourth 
which requires a 25 percent 
match by the city, $1,700, 
would also be used to buy 
DUI enforcement equipment 
including the in-car prelimi¬ 
nary breath machines. Coun¬ 
cil members did table any 
action that would give Kidd 
the go ahead to sell the 2008 
Expedition for $16,000 and 
purchase two new cruisers at 
a cost of $26,470 each, street 
ready, until the budget meet-

local county emergency- 
management and insurance 
provider. 

“Documenting property 
damage can save you time

The need has arisen for 
a reputable location where 
citizens feel comfortable 
leaving donations, knowing 
they will reach the people 
in most need. This will 
also limit the number of 
people traveling into these 
stricken areas (to deliver 
items) allowing first 

responders more access to 
people in need. 

Items will be evenly 
distributed to all

ings begin next week. Kidd 
also recommended the city 
get back into a program that 
would replace three cruisers 
every five years. 

Fire Chief Richard Sebas¬ 
tian asked that council mem¬ 
bers allow a revision of the 
city’s burn ordinance, includ¬ 
ing fines and a way to enforce 
the code.

Attorney General Jack 
Conway is putting Kentucky 
businesses on notice that 
price-gouging will not be 
tolerated in the wake of last 
week’s deadly tornadoes. At 
General Conway’s request, 
Gov. Steve Beshear signed

$50,000.

a consumer protection 
executive order over the 
weekend to implement 
Kentucky ’ s price-gouging 
laws statewide as of Friday, 
March 2, 2012. 

The executive order 
empowers the Attorney 
General to investigate and 
prosecute, where appropriate, 
those who sell gasoline, 
generators, building supplies, 
chain saws, hotel rooms and 
other necessary goods and 
services at a price that is 
“grossly in excess” of the 
pre-declaration price. 

“My thoughts and prayers 
are with the many families 
and communities in Kentucky 
affected by Friday’s historic 
tornadoes,” General Conway 
said. “As the difficult clean¬ 
up begins, I want to ensure 
that those who are suffering 
are not victimized again by 
unscrupulous businesses. 
My office stands ready to 
investigate and prosecute 
anyone who seeks excessive 
profits during this time of 
emergency.” 

The emergency order 
issued by Gov. Beshear will 
remain in effect for 30 days. 

“As Kentucky continues 
to recover from the severe 
damage of last week’s 
storms, it’s important our 
citizens have the protection 
necessary to rebuild their 
lives and homes without 
fear of price gouging,” Gov. 
Beshear said. “The consumer 
protection executive order 
I signed on Friday gives 
them that added protection 
and sends a signal that we 
won’t tolerate any deceitful 
business activity during this 
critical time.” 

Attorney General Conway 
also warns consumers that 
scam artists and fly-by-night 
contractors may also try to 
prey on their misfortune. 
Consumers who need storm 
repair or clean up services 
should follow these tips. 

• Never pay in advance for repair 
work or materials. Scam artists 
often take advance payments from 
consumers and never return to 
complete the work. If an advance is 
needed to purchase materials, offer 
to purchase the materials yourself; 

• Use local, reputable 
contractors for repairs, if possible. 
If local contractors bring in out- 
of-town workers, ask who will be 
responsible for their work if it is not 
satisfactory. 

• Ask if the contractor is licensed, 
bonded (if required by the city or 
county), and insured. 

• Check unknown companies out 
with the Better Business Bureau 
(Louisville/Western KY 1-800- 
388-2222; Lexington/Eastern KY 
1-800-866-6668; Cincinnati BBB 
for residents in Boone, Kenton 
and Campbell counties 1-800- 
471-3015) or call the Consumer 
Protection Division 502-696-5466 
to see if information is available 
about the company. 

• Demand a written contract. 
If possible, get estimates from 
several contractors. 

• Be suspicious of unfamiliar, 
out-of-state vehicles and those who 
offer repair work at unreasonably 
low prices. Contact local law 
enforcement about your suspicions.

Justice Center will provide 
an efficient facility where 
citizens can carry out court 
business and seek justice,” 
Minton added. “I appreciate 
the county leaders and state 
legislators who joined the 
Judicial Branch in making 
this project a reality” 

The facility is built di¬ 
rectly behind the current 
courthouse in a design that 
showcases the current facil¬ 
ity which has served Lan¬ 
caster and Garrard County 
for the past 140 years. 

The justice center consists 
of approximately 40,473 
square feet and includes 
space for the circuit court, 
district court, the office of 
the Circuit Court Clerk and 
ancillary services. 

The dedication began 
with a welcome from Judge 
Executive John Wilson, in¬ 
vocation by Reverend Earl 
Thornton and the pledge of 
allegiance lead by Marga- 
rett and Katherine Simpson. 
The National Anthem was 
performed by the Paint Lick 
Elementary School Choir. 

Special thanks and recog¬ 
nitions were acknowledged 
by Donna Powell before the 
crowd heard more remarks 
about the building from 


Representative Lonnie Na¬ 
pier, State Senator Tom Bu¬ 
ford, Cheif District Judge 
Bill Oliver and Supreme 
Court of Kentucky Justice 
Daniel J. Ventors. 

“One of the most out¬ 
standing things I see about 
this building is the decision 
to include our history in 
the way that this board de¬ 
cided to do so,” Napier said, 
speaking of the four statues 
erected in in the memory of 
the four governors of Ken¬ 
tucky who are associated 
with Garrard County. “It is 
important we think about 
our history as we look for¬ 
ward with this beautiful new 
justice center.” 

The center’s six massive 


columns mimic those of the 
existing courthouse, and its 
exterior brick matches that 
of the old jailhouse across 
the street. 

In 1984 the Garrard 
County Courthouse was 
named to the national regis¬ 
try of historic places. 

The new facilty is de¬ 
signed to greatly enhance 
the delivery of court servic¬ 
es. It is equipped with the 
latest computer, video and 
networking technologies. 
The judicial center also pro¬ 
vides the highest level of 
security through a single¬ 
point entry with magnetom¬ 
eters and security person¬ 
nel. In addition, prisoners 
will be segregated from the 


public by seperate entrances 
and corridors. 

Some of the newly hired 
security staff said that most 
people loved the new sur¬ 
rounding and that they 
hadn’t really heard anyone 
complain about the metal 
detectors at the entrance to 
the new building but that it 
was something they could 
tell some folks would have 
to get used to. 

The Project Develop¬ 
ment Board began its plan¬ 
ning work in 2007, after the 
legislature green-lighted 
it during a building spree 
spearheaded by former 
Chief Justice John Lambert 
of neighboring Rockcastle 
County. Ground was broken 
in October of 2009. 

The Administrative Of¬ 
fice of the Courts is paying 
for the project and the coun¬ 
ty will retain ownership af¬ 
ter it is paid off in 20 years. 
Wilson explained that the 
state will use the money it 
usually pays to the county to 
rent space for its court oper¬ 
ations to make payments on 
the judicial center instead. 
When the facility is turned 
over to the county in 2031, 
the state will again pay rent 
to the county.

Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 

March Fishing Madness 
White Bass Run Just 
Around The Corner 


Looking back at old photos 
from the 1950s and 1960s in 
Happy Hunting Ground maga¬ 
zine, the precursor of Kentucky 
Afield magazine, you see anglers 
wading in the Dix River in spring 
with strings of fat white bass tied 
to their belts. The spring white 
bass runs in the headwaters of 
Lake Herrington and up into the 
Dix River drew anglers from all 
over central Kentucky and beyond 
when the dogwoods bloomed in 
late March and April. 

The drought years of the late 
1980s and early 1990s impacted 
the strong spring flow that white 
bass need to spawn. White bass 
populations all over the South 
declined, precipitously in some 
waters. 

Herrington Lake was one of 
those waters where white bass pop¬ 
ulations fell dramatically. By the 
late 1990s and the early 2000s, the 
famous white bass runs dwindled 
to a shell of their former greatness. 
The population bottomed out, but 
once regular spring tides returned, 
so did the white bass runs. 

“There are now fantastic white 
bass at Herrington,” said Kathryn 
Emme, assistant central district 
fisheries biologist for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “We see many 
fish from 14 to 16 inches. The Her¬ 
rington Lake white bass are bigger 
and better than most of our lakes 
in our region, except Taylorsville.” 

Anglers targeting white bass in 
Herrington may launch at Bryant’s 
Camp Boat Ramp and continue 
upstream until the lake returns to 
the rocky pool and riffle of the Dix 
River. They may encounter white 
bass jumping anywhere in this 
stretch. 

White bass showed up in Tay¬ 
lorsville Lake in the early 1990s. 
They didn’t appear in the early 
years of the lake, but now they 
make one of the strongest spring 
runs in Kentucky. 

“We saw some dandy white 
bass in Taylorsville, up to 16 inch¬ 
es long and healthy,” Emme said. 
“The run up the Salt River should 


be strong this spring if everything 
cooperates.” 

Boating anglers after Taylors¬ 
ville Lake white bass may launch 
at the Van Buren Boat Ramp and 
continue upstream. Bank anglers 
may use the Palmer Road access 
off Pleasant Grove Ridge Road via 
KY 248. They may also access the 
river at the KY 248 Bridge. Both 
of these access points lie inside the 
Taylorsville Lake Wildlife Man¬ 
agement Area. 

The spring white bass run 
into the headwaters of Nolin 
River Lake is arguably the best 
in Kentucky. The lake holds high 
numbers of 12- to 16-inch fish. 
The section from the Broad Ford 
boat ramp all the way upstream 
to KY 224 Bridge at Millerstown 
is highly productive. Anglers may 
bank access the Nolin River Lake 
headwater at the Bacon Creek 
Boat Ramp and also at the Broad 
Ford Bridge onKY 1214. 

Boaters venturing upstream of 
the Bacon Creek Boat Ramp must 
tread carefully as Nolin River 
Lake quickly becomes the Nolin 
River, full of rocks, riffles and 
shallow shoals. 

Other waters in Kentucky offer 
productive spring white bass fish¬ 
ing. A stocking program begun in 
2006 placed tens of thousands of 
white bass into the Kentucky River. 
They congregate in spring below 
locks and dams on the river with 
some fish up to 12 inches long. 
The fisheries division of Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife recently received 
reports of white bass showing up 
below locks and dams in the lower 
sections of Green River. 

The tailwaters of Kentucky 
Lake and Lake Barkley also have 
good spring white bass fishing. 
The upper end of Cave Run Lake 
will have excellent white bass fish¬ 
ing this spring with many fish 12 
to 14 inches long with some fish 
longer than 16 inches. Fisheries 
biologists witnessed more white 
bass in Cave Run Lake this past 
fall than in the past 15 years. Be 
careful boating in the upper ends 
of this lake as it contains signifi-

cant amounts of submerged tim¬ 
ber. 

With water temperatures push¬ 
ing up through the 50 degree 
mark, the spring white bass runs 
are right at the doorstep. “With the 
warm winter we’ve had, the runs 
are probably going to be early this 
year,” explained Emme. “They 
could start soon.” 

When white bass make then- 
spring spawning runs and show 
up in numbers, the fishing is prac¬ 
tically non-stop. They churn the 
water surface from bank to bank 
when they get into the “jumps” 
and gorge on baitfish. Any lure 
cast into this frothy water gets 
immediately crushed, hence the 
extreme popularity of white bass 
fishing in spring. 

White bass hit small topwa- 
ters such as shad-colored propeller 
baits, chuggers and popping baits. 
They also strike small silver cast¬ 
ing spoons, chrome lipless crank- 
baits and white or chartreuse in¬ 
line spinners. 

The most reliable and versa¬ 
tile lure is an old standby: a white 
3-inch curly-tailed grub rigged 
on a 1/4-ounce leadhead. A little 
heavier leadhead gives an angler 
extra casting distance. 

When you encounter a school 
of marauding white bass, work the 
grub near the surface first. If no 
fish strike, let the lure sink a few 
feet before retrieving.

CITY OF LANCASTER, KENTUCKY 
ORDINANCE 02-01 

AN ORDINANCE BY THE CITY OF LANCASTER, 
KENTUCKY ESTABLISHING REGULATIONS CON¬ 
TROLS AND RESTRICTIONS FOR 
SYNTHETIC DRUGS WITHIN THE 
INCORPORATED AREA OF LANCASTER. 
WHEREAS, the Lancaster City Council finds that abuse 
of certain synthetic drugs is a pervasive problem, has a 
deleterious effect on public health, welfare and safety, 
and poses a real and present danger to residents and 
visitors of Lancaster; and 

WHEREAS, the Lancaster City Council finds that cer¬ 
tain synthetic drugs are readily available for sale within 
the City of Lancaster; and 

WHEREAS, the Lancaster City Council desires to 
regulate, control and restrict the use, possession, sale, 
delivery, transport, transfer, trade, barter, exchange or 
purchase of certain synthetic drugs, or attempt to use, 
possess, sell, deliver, distribute, transport, transfer, 
trade, barter, exchange or purchase such synthetic 
drugs, and to prohibit the public display for sale of such 
synthetic drugs, with the incorporated area of Lancaster. 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the City of 
Lancaster, Kentucky, as follows: 

1. DEFINITIONS 

For the purpose of this chapter the following definitions 
shall apply unless the context clearly indicates or re¬ 
quires a different meaning. 

a) “Synthetic drug” as used in this section shall mean: 

i) Any substance, however denominated, and not 
matter the common street,, brand or trade name of 
such substance, containing one or more of the fol¬ 
lowing chemicals: 

(1) Salvia divinorum or salvinorum A; all parts of the 
plant presently classified botanically as salvia dini- 
norum, whether growing or not, the seeds thereof; 
any extract from any part of such plant, and every 
compound, manufacture, salts derivative, mixture, or 
preparation of such plant, its’ seeds, or extracts; 

(2) (6aR, 10aR)-(hydroxymethyl)-6, 6dimethyl-3 
(2methyloctan-2YI)-6a, 7,10,10a-tetrahyrobenso[c] 
chromen-1-ol (some trade or other names being: 
HU-210); 

(3) 1 -Pentyl-3-(1 -naphthoyl) indole (some trade or 
other names being: JWH-018); 

(4) 1-Butyl-3-(naphthoyl) indole (some trade or other 
names being: JWH-073; 

(5) 1-(3{trifluoromethylphenyl} piperazine (some 
trade or other names being: TFMPP); 

(6) 3,4-methylenedioxypyrovalerone (MDPV), (some 
trade or other names being: MDPK); 

(7) 4-methylmethcathinone (Mephedrone); 

(8) 3,4-methylenedioxymethcathinone (methylone); 

(9) 3,-methoxymethcathinone; 

(10) 4-methoxymethcathinone; 

(11) 3-fluoromethcathinone; 

(12) 4-fluoromethcathinone; 

ii) any other substance which mimics the effects of 
any controlled substance (to include, but not limited 
to, any opiates, opium derivatives, hallucinogenic 
substances, methamphetamine, MDMA, cocaine, 
PCP, marijuana, cannabis, cannabinoids, cannabicy- 
clohexanol, and tetrahydrocannabinois), to include, 
but not limited to, “bath salts,” “plant food,” “incense,” 
or “insect repellant,” but excluding legitimate bath 
salts containing as the main ingredients the chemi¬ 
cals sodium chloride (sea salt) and or magnesium 
sulfate (Epsom salt), or legitimate plant foods or in¬ 
sect repellant not intended for human consumption, 
or legitimate incense used as an odor elimination 
product. 

iii) any similar substances to the above which when 
inhaled, or otherwise ingested, may produce intoxi¬ 
cation, stupefication, giddiness, paralysis, irrational 
behavior, or in any manner, changes, distorts, or 
disturbs the auditory, visual, or mental process, and 
the product or substances has no other apparent le¬ 
gitimate purpose for consumers. 

b) “Deliver” or “Delivery” as used in this section shall 
mean the actual, constructive, or attempted transfer 
from one person to another of a synthetic drug as de¬ 
fined herein, with or without consideration, and whether 
or not there is an agency relationship. 

c) “Manufacture” as used in this section shall mean 
the production, preparation, propagation, compound¬ 
ing, conversion, or processing of any synthetic drug as 
defined herein, either directly or indirectly by extraction 
from substances of natural origin, or independently by 
means of chemical synthesis, and includes any pack¬ 
aging or repackaging of the substance or labeling or 
relabeling of its container, except that the term “manu¬ 
facture” shall not include the preparation, compounding, 
packaging, or labeling of any synthetic drug as defined 
herein by: (A) A practitioner as an incident to admin¬ 
istering or dispensing any synthetic drug as defined 
herein in the course of professional practice; and (B) a 
practitioner, or an authorized agent under the practitio¬ 
ner’s supervision, for the purpose of, or as an incident 
to, research, teaching or chemical analysis and not for 
sale. 

d) “Administer” as used in this section shall mean the 
direct application of a synthetic drug as defined herein, 
whether by injection, inhalation, ingestion, or any other 
means, to the body of a patient or research subject 
by (A) a practitioner or by the practitioner’s authorized 
agent in the practitioner’s presence; or (B) the patient or 
research subject at the direction and in the presence of 
the practitioner. 

e) “Agent” as used in this section shall mean an autho¬ 
rized person who acts on behalf of or at the direction of 
a manufacturer, distributor, or dispenser. “Agent” does 
not include a common or contract carrier, public ware¬ 
houseman or employee of the carrier or warehouse¬ 
man. 

f) “Dispense” as used in this section shall mean to deliv¬ 
er a synthetic drug as defined herein to an ultimate user 
















































































































































or research subject by or pursuant to the lawful order 
of a practitioner, including the prescribing, administer¬ 
ing, packaging, labeling, or compounding necessary to 
prepare the substance for that delivery. 

g) “Distribute” as used in this section shall mean to de¬ 
liver other than by administering or dispensing a syn¬ 
thetic drug as defined herein. 

h) “Practitioner” as used in this section shall mean: (A) 
a physician, dentist, optometrist, veterinarian, phar¬ 
macist, scientific investigator or other person who is 
licensed, registered, or otherwise lawfully permitted to 
distribute, dispense, conduct research with respect to, 
or to administer a synthetic drug as defined herein in 
the course of professional practice or research in the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky; or (B) a pharmacy, hospi¬ 
tal or other institution licensed registered, or otherwise 
lawfully permitted to distribute, dispense, conduct re¬ 
search with respect to or to administer a synthetic drug 
as defined herein in the course of professional practice 
or research in the Commonwealth of Kentucky 

i) “Person” as used in this section shall mean any indi¬ 
vidual, corporation, partnership, trust, estate, associa¬ 
tion, organization, business, or any other legal entity. 

j) “Sell” or “Sale” as used in this section shall mean a 
bargained - for or agreed upon offer and acceptance 
and an actual or constructive transfer or delivery of a 
synthetic drug as defined herein; 

k) “Production” as used in this section shall mean the 
planting, cultivating, tending, growing, or harvesting of 
a synthetic drug as defined in this section. 

l) “Possess” or “Possession” as used in this section shall 
mean either actual possession or constructive posses¬ 
sion. (A) “Actual Possession” as used in this section 
shall mean the exercise of direct physical control or 
dominion over an object. (B) “Constructive Possession” 
as used in this section shall mean the power and intent 
to exercise control over an object although not in actual 
physical possession of an object. Possession may be 
sole or joint and may be inferred from all relevant facts 
surrounding the circumstances. 

2 - PROHIBITED CONDUCT 

a) It shall be unlawful for any person to use, possess, 
sell, deliver, distribute, transport, transfer, trade, barter, 
exchange or purchase any synthetic drug as defined 
herein, or to attempt to use, possess, sale, deliver, dis¬ 
tribute, transport, transfer, trade, barter, exchange or 
purchase any synthetic drug as defined herein, within 
the City limits. 

b) It shall be unlawful for any person to publicly display 
for sale any synthetic drug as defined herein, within the 
City limits. 

3 - EXCEPTION 

An act otherwise prohibited and unlawful under this 
section shall not be unlawful if done by or under the 
direction of a “practitioner” as defined herein, provided 
such act is other wise permitted by general law, or to 
otherwise prohibit substances regulated as controlled 
substances by the United States Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration or the Drug Enforcement Administration, and is 
not intended to and shall not be construed to supersede 
any other federal or state law pertaining to synthetic 
drugs now or hereafter in effect, but to supplement any 
such laws in so far as lawfully permitted. 

SECTION 4 - PENALTY 

Any person who shall violate the provisions of this or¬ 
dinance shall be guilty of a Class A Misdemeanor and 
shall be subject to a fine of not more than $500.00, or 
imprisonment for not more than 12 months, or both, for 
each offense and/or fines as provided in the Kentucky 
Revised Statutes for a Class A Misdemeanor. 


SECTION 5 - UNCONSTITUTIONALITY 

Any and all existing ordinances inconsistent with this 
ordinance are hereby repealed. Should any part of this 
ordinances be void or unconstitutional, the remaining 
ordinance shall remain in full force and effect.

Conversations are a normal part of everyday life; they are the 
basic means of communication between individuals. Constantly, 
everyone participates in them.

Recently, in an ordinary conversation with a group of friends 
when nothing of great importance was being discussed, I noted 
something that is quite common.

It indicates a reciprocal relationship or recip¬ 
rocal action among the members of the group referred to by an 
antecedent. Thinking of the conversation in which I participated 
and the meaning of the phrase, I recalled another insightful ex¬ 
perience that I had. 

On one occasion, I was reading the New Testament when I 
came upon a statement that caught my attention: “Encourage one 
another and build one another up.” At once, I realized that the 
passage contained, and was constructed around, that common 
phrase of everyday speech “one another.” 

With my interest piqued, I began to look for other passages in 
which that phrase was used. To my amazement, I found a number 
of passages that contained it, and I made some notes for future 
use. Here are four more short, but powerful, statements that I 
found during that quiet moment of reflection: 

’’Consider how to stir up one another to love and good works.” 

’’Outdo one another in showing honor.” 

’’Love one another with brotherly affection.” 

“Through love be servants of one another.” 

When I looked back at those notes, I was amazed at what I 
saw. From the local community to the international scene, trouble 
results from bad human relationships. There is trouble between 
persons, and there is trouble between nations. In those notes, I 


saw a simple, but practical, formula for living that, when prac¬ 
ticed, will produce better relationships and, thereby, a better so¬ 
ciety.
